' Inthe mean time Darizs approached , having gathered | 
together an Army of two hundred and ninty thouſand | 
men our of divers Nations (faith 2. Curtins ) or of three 
hundred thouſand Foot, and one hundred thouſand 


Horſe, (as 7»ftine numbers them) Or of ſix hundred 
thouſand, as Plutarch relates. | 


The manner of his comming was rather like a Maſ- 
ker, than a manof War;: and like oac that took more 
care to ſhew his Glory and Riches, than to provide for 
his own ſafery, For before his Army there was carricd 
the boly Firc, which the Perſians worſhipped for their 
Go4; attended by thcir Prieſts, and after them three 
hundred ſixty and five young men, anſwcring to the 
days of the ycar, clothed1n Skarler. Then the Chariot of 
7epiter, drawn with white Horſes, with their Riders clo- 
{thed in white, and carrying Rods of Gold in their hands. | 
Next aftcr them came the Horſe of the Sun, and after | 
him ten {umptuous Chariots Inlay'd and garniſhed with 
4Gold;8&Silvcr: and then the Vaunt Guard of their Horſe, | 
compounded:of rwelve {everall Nations, which, the 
Fetter "to avoid confuſion ,:did hardly underſtand one 
anothers Language, and theſe, marſhalled in the head of 
the xclt;, bethng beaten, might ſerve veryficly to diforder 
all char followed: them.” In the tail of theſe, marched 


beeaule if any: died, their. place was'preſcatly fupplied by 


their coats cmbroidered wh the ſame, having their ſleeves 
garniſhed with Pearl: Baits fir cher to enticethe poor 
HMacedemiant , or toperſwade them that it were 'preat in- 
avillity to cutordetace ſuch goodly Garments.” - *

cut in pure Gold :: the head of this Chariot was ſet with 
precious Sons, with two Golden Idols, covered with an 
open winged Eagle of the ſame metral, The hinder part 
being railed highs whereon Darixs lat, had a coycring of 
ineſtimable valew. _ 

. This Chariot of the Kings was followed with ten thou- 
ſand Horſmep, having lancesplated with Silyer,and their
